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THE BALKANS AGAIN 

J UGOSLAVIA anil Bulgaria are on the 
verge of another of those violent, if 
popular, preoccupations which have 
won for the Balkans area the description 
“the powder magazine of Europe.” Three 
wars iu twelve years, from the last of 
which neither has recovered or is likely 
to recover for a long time, apparently 
- have not dampened their martial ardor, 
and unless powerful outside influences 
are brought to bear they may be at one 
another’s threats again very soon. Jugo¬ 
slavia, the name given to the combin¬ 
ation of Serbs, Croats, Slovenes and 
others of similar racial origin which 
arose out of the Great War, has moved 
armies to the Bulgarian frontier at four 
strategic points, and evidently proposes 
to do any further negotiating with a gun 
in eaeh hand. 

The trouble is merely another outerop 
of the age-long antagonism eaused by the 
conflict of racial aspirations with geo¬ 
graphical boundaries. The Bulgars never 
have reconciled themselves to the loss of 
eertain sections of Thrace which they 
were forced to cede to Serbia by the 
Treaty of N’euilly in 1919 and in which 
there is a considerable population of Bul¬ 
garian sympathies. Jugo-Slavia believes 
Bulgaria is conspiring to undermine her 
influence and authority in that region 
and threatens to resort to warlike meas¬ 
ures to stop it. There is little doubt that 
she has the means of enforcing her will, 
because she now has a population of 
12,000.000 most of whom would rather 
fight than eat, while Bulgaria has but five 
million people from whom to draw her. 
t—TUMMA UuTgars will save Themselves 

no end of trouble if they reconcile them- 
- selves to the inevitable and confine their 
activities to their own. distracted country. 
There is very little sympathy for them 
in the rest of Europe; their treachery in 
the Great War when they struck a felon’s 
blow at Serbia’s back has not been for¬ 
gotten. 

Prior to 1914 a development such as 
that which has just arisen would have 
caused European statesmen many sleep¬ 
less nights, because front the Balkans 
radiated powder trails, which stretched to 
every important capital of continental 
Europe. It would have been enough to 
make Berlin, St. Petersburg, Vienna and 
Paris glare at one another through a 
red film. Now. the two capitals in which 
a Balkan upheaval creates unusual con¬ 
cern are Paris and Rome. Jugo-Slavia 
is a member of the Little Entente or¬ 
ganized by France for reasons of military 
precaution. Italy is keeping a watchful 
eye on Balkan developments with a v,iew 
to checkmating any Jugo-Slavian ambi¬ 
tion which might challenge her position 
as the most important power in south¬ 
eastern Europe. Berlin and Vienna have 
lost all direct interest in the Balkans; 

_ they have troubles of their own. Bis¬ 
marck once said that the. whole Balkan 
peninsula was not worth the bones of a 
Pomeranian grenadier. If the Wilhelm- 
strasse had stuck to that dictum up to 
1914 the disaster in which the world was 
engulfed at that time never would have 
happened. 

WHO HAS A PEACE PLAN? 

C ANADIANS interested in interna¬ 
tional affairs, who have ideas as to 
how peace and prosperity may be 
brought back to Europe, are eligible to 
compete in the British Peace Award, 
which is to he conducted along similar 
lines to the Bok Peace Prize in United 

States. 

This Imperial competition is made pos¬ 
sible through the generosity of Mr.'Ed¬ 
ward A. Filene of Boston, who is financing 
other competitions in France and Italy in 
the hope of bringing forth the best and 
Imost practicable proposals in the three 
countries. 

The question set is: ”Hpw Can 
Peace and Prosperity Be Restored in 
Great Britain and in Europe through In¬ 
ternational Co-operation?” The British 
prizes will consist of £1000 for the best 
plan submitted, a second prize of £250, 

' a third of £100, then four of £50. "ten of 
£25 and twenty of £10. 

The essentials of the plan must be ex- 
, pressed in less than 250 words and plans 
will be judged, not on literary merit, but 
on their''inherent soundness and praeti- 
, eability. The competition will close on 
June 28 and plans must be at the offices,

LEADS THE WORLD 

C ANADA is now by long odds the 
world’s largest wheat exporter. 
During the last crop year this coun¬ 
try has far outdistanced all others. 

The figures have been completed as 
follows for the export, from July 1, 1923, 
to February 23, 1924, of wheat, either in 
the form of unmanufactured wheat or 
flour:-

Russia and some of the smaller coun¬ 
tries in the same period have exported 
35,000,000 bushels. The Southern Hemis¬ 
phere is not included in the report be¬ 
cause of the difference in seasons. But 
the countries there are producing only 
a third of the world’s export require¬ 
ments. 

Canada has now definitely displaced 
the United States as the dominant figure 
in the world's bread calculation. 

Being the world's largest surplus 
wheat producer is an achievement, and a 
matter of pride to Canadians, but it only 
emphasizes again how much this coun¬ 
try’s welfare is dependent on the wel¬ 
fare of the agricultural industry. 

WORKING TOGETHER 

T HE spirit of co-operation which i*^ 
being displayed between Vancouver* 
and Victoria augur* well for success 
of the reception on this Coast to the Brit¬ 
ish Special Service Sqnadron in June. 

It will be an all-Western Canadian 
welcome because every city and town in 
Western Canada is to be invited to send 
representatives to the two chief .Coast 
• cities for the occasion. The importance 
of the event may he judged from the fact 
that upwards of 1,400 official invitations 
will be sent out jointly by the Mayors of 
Vancouver and this city. _ ' 

When Vancouver and Victoria can 
work together this way in this instance 
it shows the possibility of the two com¬ 
bining forces in other ways for the benefit 
of the CoBst generally as well as for them¬ 
selves directly. 

REDUCING CANADA'8 GOVERNMENT 
_ COS TS * 

T HE extent to which expenditure of 
the Dominion Government has been 
cut down already was brought out 
by Premier Mackenzie King when h* re¬ 
plied in the House of Common* last week 
to Mr. Mcigben. Mr. King said: 

For the fiscal year 1919-20 there 
were total disbursements of $785,- 
869.611, including advances to rail¬ 
ways of *45,000.000. The amount was 
considerably larger than that of any 
year of the war, but it was the year 
of demobilization, and much of the 
expenditure has to be put down to 
that head. 

F*or the fiscal year 1920 21 the total 
disbursements were still as high 
as $528,283,199, much of it due 
to the waste and extravagance of 
my right hon. friend. 

For the fiscal year 1921-22, the 
year that my right hon. friend was in 
office for nine months, the total ex¬ 
penditure was $463,652,436. And • 
last year 1922-23, it was $434,452,340 
or a reduction of nearly $30,000,000. 
Amid the cries of what should be done 
toward* reducing expenditure in the fu¬ 
ture. it is well to remember anil give 
credit for what has already been accnm- 
pliahed in that direction.

I T lx noteworthy that there never wan the least 
trace of sentimentalism. supposedly a femin¬ 
ine characteristic In Mm. Atherton s work. Yet 
the literary flavor of the day of her beginnings 
waa axtremely si ro py In general; even Bret 
Harte sentimentalised over hla whiskered miner* 
and runtlc heauttea. Mm Atherton aays that of 
her early reading the hooka which most Influ¬ 
enced her were Talnea "History of English Lit¬ 
erature" and the works of Herbert Spencer, and 
one can well believe it. There la a clarity and 
precision about her style at Ita beat which la 
almoai cold; though moat of her novela have an 
emotional motif ehe paints paaalon In a north 
light. It la the natural fusion of roving and 
adventurous blood, U vigorous and courageous 
mind and an austerely classical training (Mm. 
Atherton’s grandfather Intended her to adorn 
the pages of The Atlantic). Moreover. Ambrose 
Bierce waa one of her early friends ai^d precep¬ 
tors.

Founding of Victoria 

Sir James Douglas in 1842 Picked Out 
“Camoaack” As 8ite For City Largely 
Because of Picturesqueness, and on 
March 14, 1843, He Arrived Here 
With Fifteen Men on the 
"Beaver" and Established 
Fort 

B r 1843, when England wraa bn*lly persuad¬ 
ing herself that the Pacific Cooat region of 
America north of California, than termed 
vaguely Oregon, waa worthless, the Hudsons 
Buy Company had decided that the fight for 
the lower portions waa already loat. Aa a 
matter of fact we can see now that It had been 
lost for a least twenty-five years, though the 
British Government did not realise this and 
had accepted expedient after expedient of tem¬ 
porary Joint-control and what-not. until the 
American settler actually arrived overland and 
the thing was finished. 

Then, when argument waa futile, the Brit¬ 
ish Government argued up to the edge of war 
and managed to save all north of the 4tth 
parallel of latitude as far as Alaska, and the 
whole of Vancouver Island, to the future Do¬ 
minion of Canada, notwithstanding the absurd 
American claim to this part as well, a claim 
which had got Itself mixed up With American 
party politics and national prejudices and pas¬ 
sions. 

So (he Hudsons Bay Company, having 
sensed in the farly 'forties the fate of the more 
southern region begun quietly to unravel ita 
interests there snd to concentrate in the 
north. Fort Vancouver on ths Columbia River 
was the headquarters for all that coast. There 
ruled MeLoughlin. the chief-factor of the West. 
His second-in-command was James Douglas, 
later Hir James and destined to guide tbe in¬ 
fancy of British Columbia. 

In 1642 the directors of the Great Company, 
sitting round their historic board in Lon- 
- don and thoroughly In touch with both the 
conditions and events on the Pacific Coast and 
with the policy and attitude of the Inner circles 
of the British Government, decided on the 
founding of a new and Important post on the 
southern end of Vancouver Island to supersede 
Fort Vancouver when need arose. 

T.N the Bummer of 1942 James Douglas was 
^ sent by his rhW to prospect for a suitable 
site. In the stout little Hudson's Bay' Coro- 
juiny vessel Cad boro he examined the best part 
of the southern coast of Vancouver Island., 
which his superiors In lamdon seemed reason¬ 
ably certain would remain British. His de¬ 
cision fell on a spot on Cnmosun Bay. "Camo- 
suck” he called it. There were better har¬ 
bors and more likely sites for commercial pur¬ 
pose* than this one. notably Esquimau not 
far away. Douglas examined them all. how¬ 
ever. and rejected them for the beautiful spot 
where to-day stands the city of Victoria. No 
doubt the picturesqueneas of the setting In¬ 
fluenced Jilm greatly, for there is no place 
more charmingly picturesque on all the Pa¬ 
cific Coast. 

Moreover, there was level land and fertile 
within easy reach, and the company wanted 
farming land. The clover grsw au 'qxurtamJ y 
that Douglas was greatly atrof’k with the 
richness of the soil. Farther, there was an 
encampment of Bonghee Indians on the point 
across the little bay. a spot where the Indians 
from far and near were accustomed to congre¬ 
gate. and the Great Company had a policy 
of placing Us forts near such rendexvous. 

N EXT spring, on March 1, fifteen men eet 
sail with Douglas from Fort Vancouver la 
the Hudson's Bay Company steamship Beaver. 
Picking up supplies en route, the expedition 
cast -anchor in Camosun Bay on March 14. 184$. 
When they went ashore the Indiana accumu¬ 
lated aa friendly spectators, and some were em¬ 
ployed to help. Within two days operations 
were in full swing--timbers being squared, 
pickets for the palisade being trimmed by In¬ 
dians. buildings being laid down, and wells 
being dug. 

Father Bolduc, Jesuit missionary, who had 
accompanied the expedition, waa meanwhile 
busy among the natives. Probably tbe first 
Christian priest to tread the S9i> of Vancouver 
laland, his methods were energetic and appar¬ 
ently successful. Within a week-lie was preach¬ 
ing b* hundreds of savages within an extem¬ 
porised chapel of pine-boughs and tarpaulin. 
They were baptised, literally by the thousand, 
but would tolerate no Interference with their 
lives or customs. Within a month Father Bol¬ 
duc had gone back to his permanent station 
at Nisqually. 

THK new fort, at first calletT by the Indian 
* name of the locality and then for a little 
time Fort Albert after the Prince Consort, and 
‘finally Victoria, was manned with the men from 
two statio n s further north which were now 
abandoned. Fifty men spent the first Winter, 
there, and Charles Roes, who had commanded 
one of the n o r th ern stations- recently d e s e rt e d. 
was in charge. He died In the next year and 
Roderick Finlayson commanded until James , 
Douglas himself came from Fort Vancouver In 
1649 with his family. Henceforth Victoria waa 
the company's headquarters west of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

Already the routine was In full swing. The 
fur-brigades came from the mainland and the 
Indians from the Islands. The company had 
three large farms, the home farm being the 
level space where the buildings of Victoria 
have since arisen. Russians In Alaska bought 
surplus grain grown on these forms and other 
fartfi products. The gold rush of 164* lit Cali¬ 
fornia brought a heavy riqpuind for n variety 
of goods and the future capital of British Co¬ 
lumbia staffed its career in prosperity. 

NORDIC RACE DISAPPEARING 
Other Peoplee Have Crowded Out Northmen 
in European Countries 

Mi'ltann Grand in The North Am*-rl r »n RfiIet 

A SHIFTING of peoples has been going on 
in Europe for generations, and since 
medicvul times the lower classes and ruces 
have expanded to the expense of the upper 
classes, so that many countries which formerly 
had large Nordic populations, such As Spain 
and Italy and the provinces of the old Austrian 
empire, are almost stripped of their Nordic 
( blood. France, which all through medieval 
times down to within a century ago was very 
Nordic, has .reached a point where the Nordic 
population has shrunk to a hopeless minority in 
the nation. Germany is feeling the replace¬ 
ment of Nordic by Alpine blood very severely, 
and many of her foremost thinkers regard her 
as almost lost to the Nordic race. The great 
French anthropologist, De Lapouge, stated in 
conversation with the writer that Germany of 
to-day is not nearly so Nordic as France was 
at the time of the religious ware. The case of 
England, still overwhelmingly Nord|c. is also 
a serious one, because the Industrial revolution 
there (as well as in other European countries) 
has led to a great expansion of the non-Nordic 
elements—chiefly Mediterranean.
